The Bavarian diet adjourned 
after passing resolutions of sympathy. 


VENIZELOS WINS

Basis of New Accord Is

However, Mr. Lloyd George talked with 
Mr. Venizelos on the latter’s favorite 
game. 

Venizelos laid a set of proposals be.

Curzon but warmly by the prime minis- 
ter, who, however, has not yet given 
his final answer. Briefly the proposals 
provide that there be no interference 
with King Constantine, Venizelos de 
claring the king soon_would be re- 
moved by the people who recalled him. 
Terms of Accord. ; 

In the meantime Great Britain might | 
offer to renew its association with 
Greece on the following terms: 

1. Formation of a coalition cabinet at 
Athens with royalists, Venizelists, and 
independents. 

2. Prohibition of any interference by 
the king or his family with military op. 
‘erations or appointments. This in- 
cludes the placing of embargoes on 
troops going to the front. 

3. All military and naval enpéint- 
ments will be made on a basis of merit, 
the higher appoin ts to be approved 
by the British na and military au- 
thorities. The last condition implies 
the reinstatement of many Venigelist 
officers who were dismissed after the 
restoration and the possible recruit- 
ment of a large contingent of Weni 
zelist volunteers among the Greeks in 
Constantinople. 

In the opinion of some diplomats here 
Venizelos and Constantine are piaying 
each other’s game and both that of 
Greece, by which is meant whoever 
wins Greece has friends in all camps. 
Greece is determined to secure Con- 
stantinople, and Constantine is no less 
eager for this than Venizelos.

CHICAGO FINDS HER CONSCIENCE. 

{Kalamazoo Gazette. } 
The long slumbering political conscience of the city 
of Chicago was awakened yesterday.

The total figures show an average 
increase in the tax rate in Chicago of 
more than 40 per cent, and an aggre- 
gate gross increase in anticipated cash

Washington, D. Cc. 16.—[Spe- 
cial.}—No immediate return to pros 
perity is in sight, according to Archer 
Wall Douglas, chairman of the com- 
mittee on statistics of the chamber of 


semiannual report today on business 
and crop conditions. 

“There need be no delusions about 
a resumption of a war time volume of 
business,” Mr. Douglas declared, 
adding that while things will be quiet 
during the summer the termination of 
harvest may bring somewhat better 
business and a siow and gradual! im- 
provement. 

“There is a growing realization of 
the fact,” says Mr. Douglas, “that re- 
turning prosperity in this country de- 


have accumulated and still have on 
hand in every phase of industry. 
There is still money to be spent where 
bargain prices are in evidence, show- 
ing that purchasing power is still 
high, despite many untoward condi- 
tions. 

“There is an almost unprecedented 
reduction of the cotton acreage in the 
south this year, with the plant still 
struggling against much wet weather 
and a late start.

before I saw that essay, to be sure 
that mince ple, potted meats, etc., were 


probably invented as thirst. provokers. 


Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe, \ who 


wrote a great deal on household mat- 
ters, discusses, in reference to French 

: cookery, the spice and flavor question 
most aptly. She says: 


“The English and Americans deal 
in spices, the French in flavors—fia- 
vors many and fine, imitating often in 
their delicacy those subtle blendings 


'which nature produces in high fiavored 


fruits. The recipes of our codkery 
books are most of them of English ori- 
gin, coming down from the times of 
our phlegmatic ancestors, when the 
solid, burly, beefy growths of the foggy 
island required the heat of flery condi- 
ments, and could digest heavy sweets. 
Witness the national recipe for plum 
pudding which may be rendered: Take 
a pound of every indigestible substance 
you can think of, boil into a cannon 
ball and serve in flaming brandy.” 

Mrs. Stowe emphasizes the fact that 
in French cokery you did not taste the. 
nutmeg, clove, etc. You did not, and 
neither did you taste the residues of 
the spirits, the loss of which in cook- 
ery some people are now so sorely la- 
menting. In our cookery you did, gen- 
erally.

yesting commenced. 

The main factors in the trade were the 
buying by seaboard houses on the breaks 
and the selling on bulges, the buying or- 
ders being available when needed and 
causing the advance in July from/$1.36% 
to $1.39%, while September moved up 
from $1.174% to $1.20%. 

Break in Last Half Hour. 


A break came in the last thirty min- 
utes, due to unloading of large local lines 
general selling on a report from sea- 
.board that the United Kingdorf was try- 
ing to resell wheat cargoes ‘And cash 
wheat in St. Louis had declined 6c. This 
hews apparently caught the traders long 
and scared them into selling. 
Wichita, Kas., reported millers buying 
wheat there at 3c advance. The decline 
in exchange was against export business. 


A heavy tone prevails in corn. At the / 


low point July was down to 61'éc, or 1%c 
under the highest of the day, with the 
finish 2c. Buying of July and selling of 
September at “oc spread was a feature 
of the trading part of the time, while 
selling of both July and Séptember by 
the leading interests and Wagner was 
conspicuous at times. Buying was scat- 
tered: No. 1 mixed sold at i10c over 
July c. i. f. Mentreal. No. 2 grades were 
not wanted to any, extent. Weather and 
crop reports were favorable and the 
trade sentiment mainly bearish. 

In pats there was an absence of the 
heavy selling by local interests so no- 
ticeable of late, yet pressure was suffi- 
ecient from cash houses to satisfy all 
buyers and make a decline of %c to 37c 
for July and to 385gc for September, the 
finish being %c to %c over the inside fig- 
ures, with shorts and commission houses 
doing the buying.
